The 
purpose of this organization is 
to be prepared to serve the im- 
mediate community in the 
event of an emergency. Each 
detachment shall consist of not 
less than 15 or more than 50 
persons. Enrollment is to be 
for a 12 month period. Each 
detachment shall be so divid- 
ed that five persons, including 
a leader will compose a squad. 
Each squad meets for practice 
and actual service in times of 
emergency.

Mr. Graves, head of the ele- 
mentary department of education 
•at Mary Washington College, has 
announced that his program for 
the winter quarter is functioning 
very successfully. According io 
the usual system, senior elemen- 
tary education majors were select- 
ed in January to serve their ap- 
prenticeship in nearby elementary 
schools. All of these lie within a 
radius of sixty-five miles of Fred- 
ericksburg. During this quarter 
eight girls are doing this appren- 
tice work. They are placed only 
in schools which have adapted th« 
new teaching curriculum. 

When asked about his field 
work in connection with present 
world situations, Mr. Graves stat- 
ed that the program w-uld re- 
main unchanged except for the 
stress being put on attendance of 
summer school. He said that it is 
most urgent that prospective 
teachers attend the summer ses- 
sion and finish early.

children were having a diet con- 
sidered adequate. 

The report stated that "The ma- 
jor food classes in each rural and 
urban racial group ranks as fol- 
lows in order of decreasing per- 
centage adequacy: (1) meat, (2) 
fruit, (3) milk and milk products, 
(4) vegetables, and (5) whole- 
grain cereals." 

It was evident from the study 
that the diets of these children 
might have been considerably im- 
proved by education if parents had 
made a better selection of avail- 
able foods. Hence the challenge 
for a program in nutrition educa- 
tion which will reach all families 
in the state and enable Virginia 
to contribute its full share in ad- 
vancing the health standards of 
the country. 

As fast as possible plans will 
be put into action to carry more 
information about how to choose 
satisfactory foods and how to care 
for and. prepare them so as to pre- 
serve * all* their valuable nutritive 
properties. 

All of us have opportunities to 
carry the message of good nutri- 
tion by word and example to many 
other individuals. Lets each do our 
share, first by observing good nu- 
trition rules in our own food hab- 
its and second, by aiding as many 
as we can to learn more about the 
foods needed in an adequate diet.

Important 

State College, Pa.— (ACP)— 
While the present trend for 
college students is to place em- 
phasis on technical courses, Dr. 
Charles C. Wagner, assistant 
dean of the school of liberal 
arts here, urges those interest- 
ed in the liberal arts field not 
to be influenced by today's 
emergency conditions. 

"Before the present emer- 
gency, technological jobs were 
few, and this will be the situa- 
tion when the present crisis is 
over," Dr. Wagner said. 

"Too many students have the 
idea that technical subjects are 
the only important ones now, 
and are overlooking the part 
played by the liberal artist in 
defense," he added. 

Many positions are open 
both in the army and civilian 
life, where the liberal artist is 
much in demand, he pointed 
out. Particular attention was 
called to the quartermaster 
corps, public relations and fin- 
ances, and the publicity depart- 
ment of the army. Numerous 
jobs are now available in the
